Rev. H. C. Lei and comp leted his 
fifth y ears p astorate of the Dixon Bap ­ 
tist ^church Oct. 
15, and on Sundav 
morning, the 17th, p reached his anni­ 
versary sermon to a good-sized congre­ 
gation. 
The p ulp it, rostrum and choir 
gallery had been beautifully decorated 
with leaves and branches from fields 
and groves, disp lay ing ail the rich and 
varied colorings of our magnificent au­ 
tumn foliage. 
The p astor had selected as a text, 
Hebrews 11: 3 0 - “ By faith the walls of 
Jericho fell down, after they were 
comp assed about seven day s. 
The 
Jericho victory was obtained by a com­ 
bination of faith and activity , and was 
thus used as an illustration of the work 
of the B ap tist church for the p ast five 


y ears. 
The p astor dw elt up on the p urp oses, 
the hindrances and the help s in this 
work . 
T he p urp oses of the church 
were of course the p ulling down of the 
strongholds of sin and the building up 
of the k ingdom of Cod in the salvation 
of sinners and the strengthening of the 
church. 
He noted tha t during the five 
y ears p ast 18 of the

The standard American method of 
nt .ii iim a large amount of water p ow« . 
tut* hitherto been to distribute the w a 
ter t i the several consumers or m ill 
o\s uers by means of a sy stem of head 
ra, * s, so called, with facilities for its 
discharge at a lower level, to be utilized 
a;- the owner or lessee saw fit, and gen­ 
erally on his own p remises. This led to 
long head canals and to insignificant 
tail races, whereas the Niagara p lant con­ 
sists of a common tail race, a mile and a 
half long, with comp aratively insignifi­ 
cant head races 
The old tim e water 
p ower comp any sold or leased the right 
t. Iraw a definite quantity of water at 
defined times, with the p rivilege of dis­ 
charging it at a lower level, and the 
mill * wner did the rest, whereas at 
Niagara Falls the right is leased to dis­ 
charge a definite quantity of water into 
tin tail race tunnel, with the p rivilege of 
drawing this quantity from the head 
canal, or from the river. 
But over and 
above this the p roduct— p ower— may bo 
contracted for at Niagara ta ils, deliv­ 
er! d on tin* shaft. 
To create a large group of m ill sites 
of the lder 
so rt there w a- necessary . in 
the first instance, a large, continuous 
body of land p rop erly located for the 
p urp ose 
If this could not be bought up 
secretly and in large block s, the whole 
water p ower enterp rise would tail to 
come to fruition 
In Europ e, however, 
several such enterp rise!' mine into being 
in sp ite of the inability of the 
pro jecto rs 
to p rimarily buy tracts of land such as 
have been described. 
This was done by 
establishing central p ower stations near 
the dam, or head canal, and then trans­ 
mitting the p ower p roduced, instead of 
the water to p roduce it, to the consu­ 
mers or mill owners 
Up to within, say , 
five y ears, tins had alway s been aeeom 
p lished by means of wire rop e train 
missions of p ower, and it is easy to see 
that the invention of the electrical trans­ 
mission of p ower would give this form 
of the utilization of a large water p ow­ 
er a great imp etus. 
Many such p lants 
are therefore already in existence, many 
are building, but among them all no 
one is p robably so celebrated and is at 
trad ing the attention of all intelligent 
men as this at Niagara Falls.—Gassier s 
Magazine.

BIG O CEAN W A V ES. 


C areful I>« ta S h o w T h e m to Ile No i O ver 
T h ir ty -tw o F e e t H ig h . 
An article quoted in Current Litera­ 
t u r e gives this interesting information 
on ocean waves. 
Dr. G. Schott, as the 
result of study ing the form and height 
of the waves of the sea, claims that un 
der a moderate breeze their velocity was 
24.6 feet p er secp nd, or 16.H miles an 
hour, which is about tin* sp eed of a 
m od 
eru sailing vessel. 
As the wind rises the size and sp eed 
of the waves increase. In a strong breeze 
their length rises to 260 
f e e t and their 
« p eed reaches 36 or 86.4 feet p er second. 
Waves the p eriod of which is nine see 
ends, the length 400 or 425 feet, and 
the sjieed 26 nautical miles p er hour are 
p roduced only in storms. 
During a 
southeast storm in the southern Atlantic 
he measured waves 000 feet long, and

Dr. Schott’s maximum is just 82 feet. He 
believes that in great tenqs'sts waves of 
more than 60 feet are rare, and that 
even those of 50 feet areexeep tioual. Jn 
the ordinary trade winds the height is 5 
or 6 feet. 
The ratio of height to length 
is about 1.33 in a moderate wind, 1.18 
iu a strong wind and 1.17 in a storm, 
from which it follows that the inclina 
tion of the wave is rep eetively about 6. 
10, 11 degrees. 
The ratio of the height 
of the waves to the force of the wind 
varies greatly .

“ A g ood idea of the immensity of 
these ruined temples may be g ained 
when it is known that there are several 
stones in what remains of their founda­ 
tions which are 05 feet long , 15 feet 
: wide and 13 feet thick, and w hat is 
still more remarkable some of these 
g iant blocks of limestone were raised to 
a heig ht of 20 l'eet from the g round. 
, Three t* tuples formerly stood upon the 
artificial platform— the T* tuple of the 
Sun, the Temple of Jupiter and the ; 
g reat circular temple. T he first was 200 
feet long by 100 broad and was sur­ 
rounded by Corinthian columns of g ran­ 
ite 7 5 feet hig h and 7 feet 3 inches in 
diameter. 
Six only of these immense 
columns now remain 
standing . 
The 
ruins of the Temple of Jupiter stand on 
a portion of the artificial mound some 
10 feet lower than that upon which 
those of the Temple of the Sun are now 
scattered about. 
Its dimensions were 
orig inally 230 by 120. 
The circular 
ruin, almost 
imposing as either of 
the two whose dimensions are g iven 
above, is supposed to have been the 
chief seat of the sun worshipers of very 
ancient times. 
The g ig antic blocks of 
stone which contributed toward forming 
the g raceful outlines of this once most 
famous circular temple were so scatter­ 
ed about by the earthq uakes of 8 22, 9 7 5 
and 17 59 that its dimensions in foot 
cannot he accurately g iven. These three 
temples and the platform upon which 
they were erected were once surrounded 
by a wall which was a wonder within 
itself, many of the separate blocks which 
formed it being 30 feet long , 15 feet 
wide and 12 feet thick. ” —» St. Louis Re­ 
public.

A S im p le C erem on y, l» ut W ith It C om e , 
t h e D ign ity of M a nhood. 
Korean g irls, according to Air. H. ¡8. 
Saunders* » 11, after enjoy ing freedom till 
they are 8 y ears old, are consig ned to 
the women's q uarters, whore they live 
in seclusion till they are m arried at 1(5 
or 17 y ears. After marriag e the woman 
is allowed to see no man hut her bus 
band. T he boy s, on the other hand, are 
taug ht that it is undig nified for them to 
enter the wom en’s part of the house. 
They never see their brides till the wed 
ding day , all having been arrang ed for 
them, often when both bride and g room 
are infants. 
The marriag e ceremony is very sim ­ 
ple. 
The bride and brideg room invito 
their most intimate friends to assist 
them in dressing their hair in the m an­ 
ner befitting their new estate. Then the 
brideg room mounts aw h ile pony , which 
is led by two servants, while two others 
on either side support the rider in his 
saddle. 
T hus lie proceeds to the bride’s 
house, accompanied by his relatives. At 
their destination they find ¡4 pavilion 
erected in the courty ard of the house, in 
which the bride and her relatives are 
awaiting their arrival. 
A g oose (the 
Korean sy mbol of fidelity ), which the 
brideg room bring s w ith him, is then 
pr< wluced. 
The bride, who has to cover her face 
with her long sleeves, and the bride­ 
g room then bow to each other until 
their heads almost touch the g round. 
This they do three or four times and are 
then man and wife. 
A loving cup is 
passed round, and then the bride 
is 
taken oil to the w om en’s apartments of j 
her husband's home, Where she is looked 
alter by her mother and mother in law, 
while the g room entertains his friends. 
The husband must maintain his wife 
properly and treat her w ith respect. 
Marriag e is the g reat event in a Ko­ 
rean’s life, f<>r he then attains m an’s 
estate. Before marriag e, no matter how 
old he m ay be, he is treated as a boy , 
and has to maintain a deferential a tti­ 
tude toward the married nun, even 
thoug h they be only half his ag e.—Pop­ 
ular Soienoe Monthly .

The Bank of Scotland, now 200 y ears 
old, naturally soug ht to encourag e Scot­ 
tish industries, and this is shown in the 
m anufacture of its paper for notes. The 
first larg e notes were made in 109 0, 2o 
shilling notes, as they were termed, be­ 
ing only issued on April 7 , 17 04. 
In 
17 29 the bank’s paper was m anufac­ 
tured at Giffordhall, near Hadding ton. 
Attendants had to be present in the 
bank’s interest, and their account was 
paid by the hank. 
One item was “ ale 
and bread furnished to the workmen, 
10s., ” and another for “ drink money to 
servants, £ 4 17 s. Od. ” 
The items are 
sug g estive, althoug h it is possible they 
only represented drink money in name 
In 17 35 the bank 
g ot its 20 shilling 
banknotes made at Colling toun Aliln 
(Colinton mill), and there 
is an “ ac 
compt for drink money ” in 
connecti* n 
w ith it. 
A barber came twice

For a num ber of y ears load 
cars were k<*pt standing 
in the stora ,u 
y ards of the J em isy ivania railroad at 
South Amboy for weeks at a time.

tim es the company was em barrassed for 
w ant of cars to transsport the coal from 
the mines. 
The difficulty was finally 
solved about three y ears ag o. 
In place 
of tlu* long string of loaded cars may 
now be seen immense piles of coal. 
When a train arrives from the mines, 
the various kinds of coal are sorted out 
and the cars drilled to the proper side 
track for unloading . In close prox im ity 
to each side track stands a larg e derrick 
wirli ¡4 movable boom ex tending diag on­ 
ally into th» * air about 8 0 feet. 
To this 
boom is attached a larg e traveling belt, 
on w hich are fastened larg e buckets. The 
belt is operated by a sm all steam eng ine 
in charg e of the m an who m anipulates 
the elevator. As the coal drops from the 
outlet in the car it falls into the buckets 
on the elevator belt and is carried tc the 
end of the sw ing ing boom, where it is 
dropped in the center of the pile and dis­ 
tributed by g ravity . The coal rem ains in 
these piles until it is req uired for sh ip ­ 
ment ; then it is loaded in cars and trans- 
ferred to the docks. 
The im mense piles of coal usually 
contain from 10,000 to 12,000 tons each, 
¡in*! arc w orth from $4 0,000 to $5 0,000, 
according to the m arket value of the 
coal, it is freq uently the ease that there 
are 12 of these piles of coal in the stor­ 
ag e y ard, repress liting a value of from 
$5 00,000 to $000,000. 
It w as discovered 
recently th at tin* coal rusted while* in 
these piles. 
This did not detract from 
the burning q ualities, but affected the 
selling value. 
To prevent 
ibis canvas 
covers w ere m ade at a cost of $1,000 
each. 
When the ¡» lies of coal are all 
covered, the storag e y ard resembles a 
larg e circus. 
T he sig h t of » such an im ­ 
mense q uantity of coal is viewed w ith 
astonishm ent by strang ers, althoug h the 
residents of South A m boy are so accus­ 
tom ed to it th a t they never g ive it ¡4 sec­ 
ond th o ug h t.— New Y ork Teleg ram.

All the others 
have disappeared. 
Forts Duq uesne and 
P itt are thing s of the past, hut the re­ 
doubt of Colonel Bouq uet stands today 
as it stood 130 y ears ag o. 
To the P itts­ 
burg chapter of the Daug hters of the 
Revolution we ¡ire indebted for its res­ 
toration. 
It has been owned by them 
since 188K- 
Until that y ear the old 
redoubt of Bouq uet, ¡is it is called, was 
occupied as a tenant hou.se, ¡uid w ithin 
its walls was born P ittsburg ’s local his­ 
torian. the lute Neville B. Craig e, Esq . 
Down on “ the point,” on ¡4 narrow, 
dirty little street called Fort street, sur­ 
rounded by tumbledown building s near­ 
ly a» old ¡as itself, is a little five sided 
building of stone and briek erected by 
Colon*'! Bouq uet in 17 (54 as a defense 
ag ainst tl e Indians. 
The lower story is 
of » stone and the upper of brick. In both 
aie perforations or loopholes, throug h 
which th*! defenders could fire with 
comparativ» » safety from the enemy . 
Why this redoubt was erected has 
been a q uery to us, as but ¡4 short dis- 
tance away stood Fort Pitt, a work of 
c o n s i d e r a b le 
mag nitude 
and

erection cost the colony of Virg inia, or 
the Eng lish g overnment, £ 30,000, but 
the redoubt was built, 
a s ¡4 stone slab 
over the door with the leg end, “ 17(54
